She began playing the violin at the age of three. Since graduating from TOHO Woman’s High 
School’s Music Course in Tokyo, she has studied at The Glenn Gould Professional School of The 
Royal Conservatory of Music in Toronto. Since her debut at the age of 16, she has been performing 
as a soloist and in various concerts in Canada and Japan, and most recently took second prize in the 
2000 Canadian Music Competitions International Stepping Stone, being praised by the jury: “A 
performance on a very high level throughout. Very Artistic. Beautiful, dignified music making. 
BRAVO!” Maya has been acclaimed for her dynamic performances as well as her natural sensitivity. 
Having taken the master classes of many renowned international violinists, and studied with Ms. 
Atsuko Temma and Prof. Koichiro Harada, she is now studying under the guidance of Prof. Lorand 


Fenyves.
